Mightiest of Triumphs Given: 
Aviator Finds Time to 
Go to Versailles. : 


Paris, May 26 (By A. P.).—Glorified 
by all Paris today, Capt. Charles Lind- 
bergh was hailed by the entire populace 
of the capital, the mighty and the lowly, 
as the greatest hero that has arisen 
since the war. ‘Never has a private citi- 
zen of alien land received such a dem- 
onstration of affection and admiration 
as the young American aviator was ac- 
corded as he rode through the streets 
of Paris this afternoon to receive the 
city’s homage. 

The great masses of people, cheering 
wildly and waving flags, hats and 
handkerchiefs by the tens of thousands 
and tossing flowers in his: path, ac- 
claimed the youth from the Middle 
West as they have no other individual 
since Woodrow Wilson came to Europe 
with the promise of a better world..: 

_ Four days already had passed since 
the young American brought his mono- 
plane down on the soil of France, but 
today was the first occasion the peopie 
of France received to see the world’s 
hero pass in formal parade. All of his 
other days had been occupied: in official 
receptions arranged by government offi- 
clals and others of influential position. 

Holiday Swells Throng. 


As it happened, this was a public 


“foliday—the Feast of the Ascension— 


and the people of Paris at last were free 
to see the man whose name has been On 
every tongue since Saturday night... In 
numbers ‘uncounted ‘they lined the 
broad and beautiful Champs Elysees 
and crowded into the spacious Place de 
la Concorde and all. the open spaces 
along the Rue de Rivoli'as far as the 
great. square in front of the Hotel De 
Ville, where the municipality bestowed 
its fullest honors on. the clean-cut 
youth who flew alone from New York to 
Paris. 

The triumphal procession sinned in 
midafternoon beneath a bright sun and 
cloudless skies, with the sweet soft 
breezes of Maytime in the air. It 
was a perfect day to hail a conquering 
hero. 

Twice Capt. Lindbergh was trans- 
ported along this route of famous 
streets and squares, and each time he 
was cheered with truly Parisian frenzy, 
for the crowds after seeing him on his 
way to the Hotel de Ville waited 
patiently until all the solemn cere- 
monies were over in order to glimpse 
him again on his way back to the 
American Embassy.

AIR FORCES TO HELP 
MAKING ITALY HEARD 


Duce Intends to-Rule for 10 
or 15 Years; Successor 
“Not Yet Born.” 


Rome, May 26 (By A. P.).—Italy will 
be able finally to make her voice heard 
and.to. see her rights recognizéd at 
some time between 1935 and. 1940, when 
she will have a strofig navy, a huge air 
force and will be able to mobilize a 
well-equipped army of 5,000,000 men, 
was the pronouncement made by Pre- 
Mussolini in the chamber’ of 
deputies today. He was speaking on 
the budget of internal affairs. 

In -his two and one-half hours’ con- 
tact with facts and figures, Mussolini 
stated, for the first time in the history 
of the.regime the definite goal at which 
he had been aiming in the revolution- 
ary transformation that has been go- 
ing on for five years. 

.Under the eyes of his brother, Arnal- 
do, and _his daughter, Edda, seated in 
the diplomatic balcony, the. premier 
soared to heights of oratory he has sel- 
dom reached since the early belligerent 
days of the fascist regime’s existence. 


‘the speaker’s box and-waved down the 
sea of applauding hands and stilled the 
enthusiastic cries, until he returned to 
the prime ministerial chair amid. a 
hurricane of plaudits, his daughter kept 
her gaze riveted on her father. 
Attitudes Are’ Dramatic. 


Mussolini’s voice rose alternately 
from a whisper to a pitch of triumph.

His face as 
mobile as a movie actor, he ran the 
gamut of emotions, sneering, threaten- 
?ling, grimacing and ‘moulding his fea- 
tures into stern solemnity by turns. 
Often he fixed his tie, or drew his hand 
over his face. which was somewhat pale 
and: drawn, 

His audience responded to him. The 
blackshirted deputies again and again 
cheered and roared, “Good!” “Our 
duce!”

IGovernment’s Policy Is 
Approved, 357 to 111°, 
After Debate. 


RELATIONS A SHAM, 
CHAMBERLAIN SAYS 


Anti-British Activities Must 
End, He Tells House in 
Defending Stand. 


LLOYD GEQRGE OPPOSES 
PROCEDURE OF CABINET 


Clynes Holds Russia Should 
Be Given Hearing; His Mo- 
tion Loses in Count. 


London, May 26 (By A. P.).—The 
British government’s decision to break 
off diplomatic and trade relations with 
Russia was approved by the House of 
Commons tonight after an exciting de- 
bate, when the house by a vote of 357 
to 111 adopted a motion to this effect 
moved by Gervais Rentoul, consérva- 
tive. His motion was in the following 
terms: 

“This house, while appreciating the 
long forbearance of His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment and their many efforts to 
maintain friendly diplomatic relations 
with the Soviet Républics in the face 
of acute provocation, applauds their 
decision to withdraw diplomatic privi- 
eges which have been 60 gravely 
abused, while at the same time putting 
no obstacles in the way of legitimate 
trading relations with Russia.” 


Labor Motion Rejected. 


This outcome was already made cer- 
tain early in the debate, when Sir Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, foreign secretary, an- 
nounced the government’s. determina- 
tion to treat the labor motion, calling 
the ministerial policy in question. and 
demanding an inquiry by a select com- 
mittee into all the circumstances be- 
fore such..a.grave-decision was taken; 
as a vote of.censure. Further, the 
foreign secretary intitiated that unless 
the ministers obtained @ vote of con- 
fidence in their policy toward Russia: it 
would be thelr duty to resign and ap- 
peal to the country for a verdict. 

J. R. Clynes, putting the Labor case 
before the house, contended that Rus- 
sia should not be condemned unheard 
and that the policy the government was 
pursuing would deprive Great Britain 
of valuable trade, but would: not abate 
Russian propaganda. On the contrary, 
he said, it would be a first-class ad- 
vertisement for communism. 

The Labor resolution was as follows: 

“That, having heard the premier’s 
statement, this house is of the opinion 
that termination of the trade agree-~- 
ment with Russia and severance of dip- 
lomatic relations would have serious, 
international consequences and close 
& promising avenue to the restoration 
of trade and industry, end is, therefore, 
& policy to which the country ought 
not to be committeed until the report 
of a select committee, based upon ex- 
amination of all relevant documents 
and full inquiry into the facts, has 
been submitted to. this house.” 

Defeated by 367-118 Vote. 


This motion was defeated after a long 
discussion by a vote of 367 to 118. 

Much play was made by the speak~ 
ers on both sides of the alleged £10,- 
000,000 credit which was canceled ow- 
ing to the Arcos raid. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain brushed this aside, de- 
claring that a year ago M. Rakovsky 
former Soviet charge at London, came. 
to him with talk of even many more 
millions of orders. 

“But,” added Sir Austen, “what be- 
came of these orders when they were 
no longer required as an instrument 
of policy? They vanished into space.” 

The foreign secretary’s main argu~ 
ments were, first, an emphatic denial 
that he had, at Rome or Geneva, tried 
to engineer an anti-Soviet bloc of nas 
tions; second. that the British govern- 
ment had consistently cooperated with 
Europe in a policy of peace and concilia- 
tion, but that Russia was the only one 
among the nations that that had con- 
sistently tried to frustrate that policy, 
and, third, that not only in Europe but 
in China and other countries, Russia 
had pursued her baleful policy. 


Relations a Hollow Sham.

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GREAT CONSTERNATION 


Residents Kad Ignored Warn- 
ings, Believing Selves Se- 
cure From the Flood. 


New Orleans, May 26 (By A. P.).— 
Hundreds of persons in the upper tip 
of Pointe Coupee Parish were marooned 
tonight by backwaters from the McCrea 
crevasse on the east bank of the Atcha- 
falaya River as sweeping. torrents 
streamed over a railroad embankment 
on which they had relied for protection. 


Failure to heed flood warnings had 
kept the residents in the district until 
the backwaters became threatening. 
Hundreds of persons were brought out 
today on the last train operated by the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad, but it left 
other hundreds unable to leave except 
by boat, waist-deep water poured over 
the railroad embankment a half mile 
north of Morganza as the train left. 

The McCrea crevasse is approximately 
130 miles northwest of New Orleans on 
the opposite side of the Mississippi 
river. 

Brings Consternation. 


The rapid spread of the flood brought 
consternation to many who had re- 
mained serenely in the threatened area, 
confident that their homes would not 
be flooded, and a steady stream of 
refugees poured from Pointe Coupee 
Parish into concentration camps at 
Baton Rouge today. : 

An estimated 200 square miles had 
been covered in Pointe Coupee since 
the crevasse occurred and the flood 
waters began spreading rapidly. Letts- 
worth, Bachelor and other settlements 
from 10 to. 20 miles from the break 
Were disappearing for they already had 
been flooded. A 6-foot rise has been 
shown in -the last 24 hours along the 
Texas & Pacific Railroad embankment 
at Ravenswood. 

Boats were being assembled to aid 
persons marooned in the _ district, 
many of them the same craft used to 
evacuate residents from Bayou des 
Glaises, approximately 170 miles north- 
west of New Orleans and on the west 
*side of the Mississippi. 


Flood Forecast Is Revised. 


The New Orleans Weather Bureau 
slightly revised its forecast for Pointe 
Coupee today to predict that ridges 
along eastern Pointe Coupee and the 
part of West Baton Rouge Parish which 
wrs not flooded in 1912 would not re- 
ceive enough water to warrant evacua- 
tion, although there might be one to 
‘two feet more water than in 1912. 

No change was indicated for the 
lower Atchafalaya Basin, the bureau 
bulletin said, however, and residents 
‘of that area may expect from four to 
spt feet more water than received in 


Backwater from Grand Lake. 
‘through which the Atchafalaya River 
enters the Gulf of Mexico, was rapidly 
Gpreading eastward over parts of Iber- 
ville and Assumption Parishes, Influ- 
enced by the: flood. streaming into the 
lake through the AtcHafalaya ahd in- 
numerable bayous. : 

New Iberia and other towns in 
Iberia Parish either already have been 
év-cuated cr are being deserted by in- 
habitants flocking to the highlands 
for safety. Residents of New Iberia 
said that while the western half of 
the town had not been flooded, the 
waters were rising and the eastern sec- 
tion of town already had been evacu- 
ated. Plans were being made to send 
women and children to a concentra- 
tien camp five miles west of the town. 


17,000 in One Refugee Camp. 


Refugees continued to arrive at the 
Lafayette concentration camp from the 
‘Evangeline country, although in di- 
minishing numbers, as evacuation of 
the section became fairly complete. 
More than 17,000 already were at La- 
fayette today. 

Water draining through the crevas- 
ses along Bayou des Glaises and Mel- 
ville into the western Atchafalaya 
Basin, and through the McCrea break 
‘into the eastern basin, lowered levels 
in the upper Tensas Basin, and parts 
of upper northeastern Louisiana par- 
ishes again reappeared above the sur- 
face of the water. A three-inch rain 
slowed down the rate of fall, however. 

Refugees left some concentration 
camps to return to their homes in sec- 
‘tions which have been flooded, hoping 
to be able to replant their fields in 
time to produce crops. 


To Kill Hundreds of Dogs. 


Baton Rouge. La., May 26 (By A. P.) 
Hundreds of dogs, now slowly starving 
to death in the flood-swept regions, will 
‘be shot to death to relieve them of 
‘their suffering. 

When their masters fled from the 
approaching waters the dogs were left 
behind and they have taken refuge 
“wherever they could. Some are on roofs 
of floating houses, others are in barn 
lofts, and still others found a haven on 
the levees. 

It is impossible to provide food for 
‘the dogs, John M. Parker, flood relief 
‘director for Louisiana, said today. 

“IT like a dog as well as any man,” 
he declared, “but to relieve their suf- 
fering I have ordered them shot.”

SAYS CHIEF OF STAFF 


Prelate Warns of “Aggressive 
and Virulent Attack on 
Christian Institutions.” 


Nearly 500 men assembled last night 
at the City Club to honor the Rt. Rev. 
James E. Freeman, Episcopal Bishop of 
Washington. They were representatives 
of men’s clubs from.churches compris- 
ing the Diocese of Washington. 

The dinner began with the presenta- 
tion of colors and an invocation by the 
Rev. George F. Dudley. Arthur C. 
Houghton, president of the Men’s Club 
of St.-Stephen’s Church, was toast- 
master. Dr. W. Sinclair Bowen was 
honorary chairman. 

Following the. dinner, Maj. Gen. 
Charles P. Summerall, chief of staff of 
the United States Army, was presented. 
Gen. Summerall praised Bishop Free- 
man for his efforts in behalf of the 
Episcopal Chureh. and for» his» broad- 
mindedness. ._ 

“Our bishop has accented strongly 
the all too new notion that the style 
of these vessels of clay does not count 
for s0 much as the contents of them.

“We must be conscious of the fact 
that. in our generation has sprung up 
the most aggressive and virulent. at- 
tack on the Christian institutions,” he 
said. He decried the influence of Rus- 


sian communism in China and declared 


that “this is the. time for militant 
Christianity. It is the time for utmost 
sacrifices in the service of Him who is 
our Lord and Master,” and that ‘the 
Christian Church must take a firm at- 
titude in standing for the principles 
of right.

The bishop also mentioned the ap- 
proaching unity conference at Lau- 
sanne, Switzerland, which will be par- 
ticipated in by representatives of 60 
Protestant denominations. 

He declared unity of the Christian 
churches would tend to make Chris- 
tianity more like the ideal of Christ and 
make its exponents feel the same urge 
that was implanted in the apostles on 
the first Pentecost.

BROKERS OF $144,000 


Dean Onativia Employes in

The number will 
increase until the major events of next 
week. 

The battleships Oklahoma and Ne- 
vada, selected for the summer cruise, 
will arrive here tomorrow with Rear 
Admiral George W. Laws in command.

sailor. During the imperialist war he 
was mobilized in the czar’s army and 
was a prisoner of the Germans from 
1917 to 1918. 

“After this he again worked as a 
Sailor, and from 1923 became a mem- 
ber of the illegal red trade union of 
sailors which carried on communist 
agitation and illegally engaged through 
its members in activities dealing with 
communications.

He asserts that 
it eclipses the test between New York 
and Washington made last April be- 
cause of the distance and says it is 
preliminary to an experiment between 


‘\ Two telephone wires were used, one 
for television transmission and the 
other for. conversation to check the re- 
sults. The head and shoulders of a 
man at the London end were distinctly 
shown on the receiver in Glasgow, 
which also reflected movements of the 
head, eyes and mouth. 

The Mail asserts that many technical 
improvements were embodied in the 
experiment, including more rapid syn- 
chronization between the receiver and 
transmitter, and quotes Mr. Baird as* 
saying that these improvements make 
it mainly a question of greater power 
to enable the seeing of objects thou- 
sands of miles distant. 

The invehtor intends to leave Eng- 
land for the United States next week 
to arrange for a television test between 
London and New York. This will be 
by radio, not by cable. 


15,000,000TH FORD 
PRODUCED AT PLANT 


Manufacturer at Ceremony; 
Car No. 1 Is Run Out 


From Museum. 


Detroit, Mich, May 26 (By A. P.).— 
Henry Ford, who has been convalescing 
from injuries received two months ago 
in an automobile accident, got back 
into harness again today in time to 
see the 15,000,000th Ford automobile 
come off the assembly line. 

Completion of the car was made the 
occasion for bringing out of the Ford 
Museum of car No. 1, a vehicle with 
a buggy-like appearance, which was 
built in 1903. 

As the 15,000,000th automobile neared* 
the end of the assembly conveyor at 
the Highland Park plant, Edsel Ford, 
the auto magnate’s son, who serves as 
president. of the company, climbed be- 
hind the wheel. His father climbed in 
the front seat beside him, the engine 
was started and Edsel drove the ma- 
chine off the end of the line. 

The engine of No. 1 functioned as 
perfectly as on the day it was built, and 
it appeared to be good for an indefi- 
nite. number of miles when it was 
wheeled back into the museum.

The name of Joseph R. Brodsky, 
which appears on the Arcos records as 
American agent for the receipt of 
money, Woll said, is that of counsel for 
the communist-led furriers’ strike of 
1926. 

Brodsky told the New York World 
that he could not account for the 
finding of his name on Arcos records. 
He said he had defended a number 
of so-called “‘radicals,” and was once ua 
member of the Socialist party, but that 
he had no connection of any kind 
with the Soviet government or with 
Arcos. 

The Moness Chemical Co., also listed 
in the Arcos records, had modest of- 
fices here for two years, but gave them 
up eight months ago.

The sum of $10,000 is left in trust 
for Mrs. La Salle Corbett Pickett, widow 
of Gen. George E. Pickett, “of Confed- 
erate fame”; $2,500 to the pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Oneonta, 
N. Y., and $5,000 to a cemetery at One- 
onta. 

The largest single bequests are four 

ust funds of $1,000,000 each estab- 
lished for his three daughters, Clara H. 
Perkins, Elizabeth V. Metcalf and Ma- 
rion Huntington, and his sister, Caro- 
line H. Holliday. Each daughter also 
is given a trust fund of one-fourth of 
the residue of the estate, the fourth 
portion being held in trust for the 
three children of Howard Huntington. 
Specific trust funds of $150,000 each 
are provided for two of these children 
and one of $200,000 for the third, Henry 
E. Huntingte~’s namesake. Three other 
grandchildren are given trust funds of 
$150,000 each. 

A multitude of bequests of from $10,- 
000 to $25,000 each are provided for 
nieces, nephews, cousins and other rela- 
tives, as well as similar sums for some 
identified merely as friends. 

The will originally contained provi- 
sion for a $2,000,000 trust fund for the 
Henry E. Huntington Library and Art 
Gallery, and an additional $2,000,000 for 
the purchase of more articles of art in 
case negotiations with Archer M. Hunt- 
ington, his stepson, for the art con- 
tents of the New York home of his 
wife, the late Arabella M. Huntington, 
should fail. 

Deeds of gift were made in 1919, 
1920, 1921 and 1922 establishing the 
library and art gallery, valued at more 
than $50,000,000, as a museum for the 
public. The endowment fund for car- 
rying on this work has been estimated 
at $8,000,000. 


Huntington died in Philadelphia 


Monday and the funeral will be held | 


next Tuesday morning at the Hunt- 
ington mansion in San Marin.

Flier Realizes the Full import

of His Feat and Its 
Consequences. 


PHOTOS SHOW CHANGE 
IN AIRMAN’S FEATURES 


Transatlantic Passenger and 
Freight Plane Lines Are 
Now His Ambition.

(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Paris, May 26.—Capt. Charles A. 
Lindbergh has lost his smile. The nerve- 
wracking series of fetes, celebrations, 
banquets and luncheons for five days, 
following the terrific 33-hour solitary 
flight over the Atlantic, Has aged the 
youthful pilot ten years. 

The tremendous ovation given. to 
Capt: Lindbergh since his arrival, the 
unheard-of welcome extended him, sur- 
passing any reception ever given a pri- 
vate individual before, with the glamour 
of living at the American Embassy and 
being thrown hourly in contact with 


the great figures of the world assembled 
in France, has wrought a metamor- 
phosis. 

Lindbergh is realizing now the full 
import of the feat he achieved and its 
probable consequences in affecting his 
future; the incumbent responsibilities 
he has assumed, and is ready to go 
through with, for the development of 
his hobby—aviation. 

“Those who have been in contact with 
him .since Saturday night, when he 
alighted like a feather at Le Bourget 
airdrome, and who have continued with 
him on his round of official visits and 
receptions day after day since that time 
remark on the change wrought in the 
lad and the seriousness with which he 
is contemplating the future amid the 
scores of offers to embark on various 
schemes, aggregating millions of dol- 
lars. 

Jaw Set, Lips Tight. 


Capt. Lindbergh’s habitual smile, re- 
vealing a perfect set of dazzling white 
teeth undimmed by nicotine, and 
flashing light blue eyes unblurred by 
ever touching a drop of alcohol, with 
his active boyish movements and bub- 
bling energy, showed a marked differ- 
ence today. His jaw was set sternly, 
with his thin lips taut and his eyes 
thoughtful. 

His former spontaneous answers to 
questions and ready explanations have

before replying to interrogations and 
carefully phrased statements, not com- 
mitting himself to plans or movements. 

He seems taut, high strung and brain- 
although not physically fa- 
tigued, except for a natural tired feel- 
ing from jamming his way through 
interminable crowds wherever ‘he goes 
and being dragged from one function 
to another and constantly in the com- 
pany of newly made acquaintances, ex- 
cept during brief intervals at the em- 
bassy, where he has become like a mem- 
ber of the family, with the ambassador, 
his son, Parmely, and Mrs. Parmely 
Herrick, Counselor Sheldon Whitehouse, 
Secretary Harlan Miller and William 
Hereford, of the Bankers Trust Co., who 
has taken over the handling of his 
correspondence. 


Absorbs Diplomatic Air. 


The days of alert, nervous tension, 
eagerly straining to try to understand 
the speeches and remarks in French 
from the notables he has met, and 
framing impromptu replies in the dis- 
courses he has made at various func- 
tions, are beginning to tell on the 
youthful hero. % 

Five days’ habitation in the stately, 
formal atmosphere of the palatial 
United States Embassy also are leaving 
their mark, and Capt. Lindbergh has 
gradually sopped up the atmosphere of 
the environment and assumed a dip- 
lomatic poise and ease of demeanor 
and confidence himself. 

Ambassador Myron T. Herrick at the 
Hotel Ville himself stated in a speech 
this afternoon, “Gentlemen, this boy 
has just confided to me that this won- 
derful reception he has received in 
Paris has tired him more and keyed 
him up more than his trip across the 
Atlantic.” 

The photographs of Capt. Lindbergh 
taken during the activities here, when 
chronologically examined, will prove the 
accuracy of this statement, with his 
famous smile doing a gradual fade-out 
day after day as the movie machines of 
the cameramen record his features, 
until today, they quite vanished. 

Capt. Lindbergh, himself, responding 
to a toast at the Interallied Club lawn 
party this afternoon said, “I hope some 
day to come to Paris, go somewhere, do 
something and not be» asked to say 
anything”—and although the deft re- 
mark aroused applause, those intimate 
with him believe it revealed the real 
longing of the lad. |

Financial Aspect Large. 


The financial aspect of the situation 
is another factor that is causing Lind- 
bergh to worry. While he stands pat 
on his original policy of refusing to try 
any circus stunts or ballyhoo on the

For, from 
his earliest boyhood, it was recognized 
that he much preferred to be. by him 
self. When he lived on the family farm 
at Little Falls, Minn., he would nd 
entire days alone in the woods; alone, 
that is, with his dog. He fashioned a 
boat for himself, launched it on one of 
the wood lakes and used to go for long 
adventurous cruises with himself for 
captain and his dog for crew. 


And in after years, when planes be- 
came his pets, he flew for hours on 
end, all alone, and gloried in it. So,

But he comes of his courage by in- 
heritance. His paternal grandfather; a 
doughty old Swede, who had been at 
one time speaker ‘of a branch of the 
Swedish Parliament and sécretary 
while to the king, had settled in Min- 
nesota, about 10 miles from Sauk Cen- 
tre. There he built a log cabin on a 
preemption of land. One day, unload- 
ing some logs at a sawmill, he fell into 
the saw. It all but severed his right 
arm, 


There was no surgeon within 50 miles, 
but the Rev. C. S. Harrison, of York, 
Nebr., then a resident of Sauk Centre 
and preaching there, went to Lind- 
bergh’'s cabin and cared for him as well 
as was possible. Three dayS were re- 
quired for the surgeon to arrive, but 
the sturdy Swede held fast, bit the 
bullet and let the surgeon take off his 
arm without a whimper. That was in 
the summer, When winter came, the. 
preacher found Lindbergh in the woods 
chopping rails with his left hand, 


Then. too, there was “Slim’s” father, 
whom the boy worshipped. Once he 
had to undergo a serious abdominal 
operation. He went through it without 
an anesthetic. Indeed, he is reported 
to have devoted the period of the or- 
deal to talking about the Federal Re- 
serve system with a friend who sat, at 
his side. 


“Slim” spent much time with his 
father, and avery deep friendship, 
something more than the usual rela- 
tion of father and son, grew between 
them. They were farmer folk, these 
Lindberghs, and it may have been in 
recognition of this, with a remem- 
brance, too, of the indissoluble bond 
between father and son, that caused 
the former to ask that when he should 
die the son, companion of so many of 
his living hours, should be the one tq 
dispose of his ashes. 


The elder Lindbergh died in 1924. 
By that time the boy had begun to 
make something of a name for him- 
self as an air pilot, and’ as such he 
carried out his father’s wish. He bore 
his ashes aloft in kis plane and scat- 
tered them over the family homestead 
at Little Falls and over the lands 
which had yielded suc fertile begin- 
nings.

While “Slim” was a pupil in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, devoting himself 
impartially to books and experimenta- 
tion in mechanical engineering, his 
mind was ever upon flying. The sight 
of men roaring through the air in 
man-made contrivances went deeper 
into his imagination than any one be- 
lieved. He understood motors and had 
diverted himself -with his iceboat 
equipped with a motorcycle engine and 
a@ plane propeller, and the thing had 
gripped him. 

It was in 1921 that he left the uni- 
versity, determined to become an air 
pilot. He was then 19 years old and 
already “Slim” to the few he admitted 
to friendship. There wag a flying school 
in Lincoln, Nebr., and thither the. 
youngster went. He arrived there, some- 
thing still of the rustic about him, and 
applied for tuition. The instructors 
looked at the gangling youth, smiled, 
perhaps, and went at the task of teach-

| “Slim” didn’t 
have even a valise, e clothes 
which he stood, his helmet and his gog- 
gles were his entire kit. 

Those were the days in which he 
perfected himself in his control of 
planes. He flew any design that was 
offered to him and became known in 
the West for the daring of his “stunts.” 
He did the “falling leaf,” the “Immel- 
man turn,” “barrels,” “spinning nose 
dives,” “rolls,” “loops” and “cart 
wheels,” everything which could thrill 
an audience. And, dearer far to the 
pilot, he made perfect landings. 

* * & & 

This was “Slim’s” apprenticeship “in 
the sticks,” before he was nitich more 
than a “barnstorming” youth, - but 
pledged to his appointed task, He prof- 
ited by it to the fullest degree, both 
in experience and in whatever pecuni- 
ary things it afforded him. He saved 
what he earned, he neither drank nor 
smoked, he kept to himself. As time 
proved, he was saving all he caquid, with 
one object: to buy a plane of his own, 
something on which he could expend 
an even greater affection than that he 
had given to the boat in the woods, 
the iceboat or even the dog of his boy- 
hood. 

That day came to him when there was 
an army salvage sale at Americus, Ga., 
in March, 1928: The army was dispos- 
ing of what it did not need, of what 
it could not use. It may not have 


been a very tempting array of equip-| 


ment, but “Slim” found in it a training 
plane that appealed to him. He looked 
over the “bus” carefully, inspected the 
motor, the controls and all the rest of 
it and then and there hought it. What- 
ever it was, it was his. 

It was a Curtise “Jennie,” and after 
“Slim” had tinkered with it to his 
heart’s content, he started off barn- 
storming again. He flew from county 
fair to county fair, doing “stunts” for 
the countryside gentry and taking the 
venturesome ones aloft. And thus he 
made his livelihood. 

While he was thus winging his way 
about, an eaglet then, he dropped in at 
Selfridge, Field, at Mount Clemens, 
Michigan, and Brook Field, San An- 
tonio, Tex. Here he came across planes 
of new design and efficiency, refined 
descendants of those to which he had 
been accustomed, and they instantly 
interested him. He spent every. mo- 
ment he could spare in studying them. 
They were further spur to his imagi- 
nation. Those were the planes he want- 
ed to fly. 

The eaglet craved to be an eagle and 
fly into the sun.

NEWFOUNDLAND STORY 
OF AIRPLANE REVIVED 


Officials Investigate Report 
Fishermen Heard Motor 
and Then a Crash. 


St. Johns, Newfoundland, May 26 (By 
A, P.).—While persistent search along 
the south coast of Newfoundland had 
revealed tonight no trace of Capts. 
Charles Nungesser and Francois Coll, 
French transatlantie fliers missing 
since May 9, reports continued to be 
received here from persons who said 
they heard an airplane passing over on 
the day the French plane “White Bird” 
was expected here. 

A group of fishermen living on Pla- 
centia Sound sent word today thaf they 
heard the noise of an airplane motor 
on the morning of May 9, After they 


| had listened for a time to the hum of 


the engine in the fog, they heard a 
heavy crash. 

Although little official credence was 
placed in this latest testimony, a search 
was begun in the vicinity for possible 
wreckage. The fishermen explained 
their delay in making the report by the 
fact that they learned only yesterday 
that Nungesser and Coli were missing. 
The place has no telegraph office and 
news travels slowly on the sparsely set- 
tled coast. 

The rumor that the captain and crew 
of a schooner had heard the French 
plane near Trepassey Bay on the south 
coast was “spiked” today when it be- 
came known that the incident occurred 
on May 4, before the White Bird left 
Paris. 


Lindbergh Is Expected 
To Reach London Sunday 


London, May 26 (By A. P.).—Capt, 
Charles Lindbergh is expected to ar- 
rive in London Sunday afternoon in kis 
own plane, landing at Croyden, it was 
announced today. 

The American aviator will be the 
guest of Ambassador Alonzo B. Hough- 
ton during his four or five day visit to 
England and will be received by King 
George, probably on Monday.

Eric H. Louw, commissioner of Union 
of South Africa, told the convention 


that his country would govern its 
trade attitude toward the United States 
by the American attitude toward South 


Africa. The new South African tariff, . 


he said, is aimed at the development of 
home industries, and if America de- 
sires South African business her best 
chance of getting it is by the establish- 
ment of branches there. 

. Dr. Luis Duhau, of Buenos Aires, 
noted a decline~in Argentine exports 
to the United States and Neld the 
American tariff responsible. Develop- 
ment in America of a greater market 
for .Argentina’s products, in Dr, Du- 
hau’s opinion, would; mean a much 
greater foreign trade between the two 
countries. 


Foss Assails America. 


Mr. Foss said the United States never 
has had a foreign trade policy in keep- 
ing with the chief nations with which 
it competes.. America, according to the 
former governor, “expects too much 
and gives too little,” 

The United States Shipping Board 

policy shared with the tariff. the dis- 
approval of speakers. Ira A. Campbell, 
New York attorney, presented an ex- 
haustive paper in which he pleaded 
with business men “not to desert 
American private shipping, eyen though 
the Federal Government appears to 
have done so.” 
‘ The Government, he said, is in ac- 
tive competition with private cargo 
lines, forcing them to do business often 
at a loss, and not infrequently com- 
at a loss, and not infrequently com-- 
pelling suspension altogether. 

This address prompted Capt. Robert 
Dollar, of San Francisco, the 83-year- 
old active head of the steamship line 
which bears his name, to say: 

“If you business men will get. Con- 
gress to put us American shippers on 
an exact equality with foreign com- 
petitors, we will give you a merchant 
marine that you will be proud of.” 

The one word of tariff praise dur- 
ing the day came from Lindsay Craw- 
ford, representative at New York of the 
Irish Free State, but it was the Free 
State’s tariff he lauded, ascribing much 
of Ireland’s tncreased prosperity to it. 


Importance Not Recognized. 


In the creation of unnecessary ob- 
stacles to the free flow trade “man’s 
ingenuity seems almost unlimited,” in 
the opinion of W, F. Gephart, vice 
president of the First National Bank of 
St. Louis, Mo., a group session speaker, 
Ignorance, suspicion and migunder- 
standing he enumerated as the most 
difficult of all obstacles to overcome. 
As fast as geographical barriers of land, 
water and climate were conquered, hu- 
man or institutional obstacles arose, 
he said. 

Mr. Gephart said the greatest bar- 
rier to extension of American foreign 
trade “is the simple fact that our peo- 
ple do not yet recognize the impor- 
tance of it. The industrial develop- 
ment of the country has been so/rapid 
that our domestic business has become 
overwhelmingly important in popular 
thinking.”

HONORARY MODERATOR 


Understanding of Personality 
Vital Race Relation Fac- 
tor, Says Haynes. 


‘Omaha, ‘Nebr., May 26 (By A. P.).— 
A sympathetic ‘understanding of per- 
sonality is the greatest factor for con- 
sideration of racial relations, declared 
Dr. George E. Haynes, of New York 
City, before the National Council of 
the Congregational Church, meeting 
here tonight. Dr. Haynes is secretary 
of the church’s commission on church 
and race relations. 

“Perhaps the greatest difficulty to- 
day,” said Dr. Haynes, “is: the fact that 
the white race has been intrusted s0 
many centuries with dominant, power 
over other groups that it is difficult 
for white people to realize that there 
is personality in other races demand- 
ing and expecting equal recognition 
and respect to that which the white 
man seeks for himself. 

“The great problem is to secure that 
respect and recognition for personality 
which makes for cooperation and fel- 
lowship between racial groups.” 


Merger Decision Monday. 


With the completion of its second 
day's work the council was well into 
the business activity of its biennial 
conference. The major, absorbing 
question—shall Congregationalists unite 
with the Universalists, even so far as 
giving up the name of the former— 
comes up for decision Monday morn- 
ing. Such decisions will follow the 
report of the committee on inter- 
church relations, headed by the Rev. 
Frank Sanders, of New York. It is 
understood that the commission has 
already agreed to recommend that such 
union be favored by the Congregation- 
alists but none of the delegates would 
venture an opinion either as to the 
possible outcome of the council vote, 
or as to the merits of the commission’s 
recommendations. 

The report of the committee on mis- 
sions today recommended that an ap- 
propriation of $5,000,000 for the mis- 
sionary activities be continued through 
1929 and 1930. The delegates, with- 
out hesitation, again elected President 
Coolidge honorary moderator for the 
third successive term.

SHE IS TO FACE A JURY 


Los Angeles, May 26 (By A. P.).— 
That the conviction of Paul Kelly, film 
actor, of manslaugdater as the result of 
the death of Ray Raymond, musical 
comedy star, has chijled his love for 
Dorothy Mackaye, Raymond’s widow, 
over whom the two men fought, was 
indicated today in the aftermath of 
the trial. 

First intimation of the suspected 
rift in the friendship of the pair came 
after Kelly had been returned to his 
cell, The prisoner was asked if he cared 
to see a young woman who had been 
a close associate of Miss Mackaye. 

“No,” answered Kelly. “That is all 
over”)... ' 

Miss Mackaye sent no word to the 
cell of the convicted man, whose as- 
serted relations with her provided the 
outstanding sensations of the trial. 

Kelly refused to elaborate on his 
statement of “that is all over.” Miss 
Mackaye also refused to speak directly 
of the matter. 

At her hotel room she commented 
briefly on the verdict, which carries a 
penalty of from one to ten years in 
the penitentiary. “I’m awfully sorry,” 
she said. “It certainly is tough, isn’t 
it?”

J. Sullivan, of Hollywood, who: at- 
tended Raymond two days prior to the

iS SENT TO JUSSERAND 


Paris, May 26 (By A. P.).—John D. 
Rockefeller, jr, has given 40,000,000 
francs (about $1,600 ) for continua- 
tion of the work of restoring French 
national monuments which he institu- 
ted by his gift of $1,000,000 three years 
ago, it was announced tonight. 

New York, May 26 (By A. P.).—Let- 
ters John D. Rockefeller, 
jr.’s, additional gift of $1,600,000 for the 
restoration of French national monu- 
ments, including a letter from Jules J. 
Jusserand, former Prench Ambassador 
to the United States, thanking Mr, 
Rockefeller for his generosity, were 
made public here tonight. 

In hfs letter to M. Jusserand, Mr. 
Rockefeller said: 

“It was my privilege some three years 

ago to be allowed to participate with 


tion of their historic monuments at 
Versailles and Fontainebleau and in the 
restoration of Rheims Cathedral. The 
fund then provided has now been 
mostly expended.. The results obtained 
are highly gratifying, thanks to the 
wise. supervision and untiring efforts of 
the committee, of ‘which you are chair- 
man. 

“But there is still more to ‘be dane. 
I am hoping, therefore, that further 
cooperation on my part may be ac- 
ceptable and that your committee will 
be willing to receive and administer 
a supplemental fund for the contin- 
uance of the same general work you 
have been doing. If that is your pleas- 
ure, I shall be glad to put at your dis- 
posal as needed 40,000,000 francs. 

“The burdens France has been carry- 
ing are heavy. The fortitude of her 
people excites admiration. I beg you to 
regard this offer as a symbol of the 
deep and abiding friendship of my 
countrymen for yours.” 

M. Jusserand replied: 

“Your new gift, so “ample that it 
will allow all the chie? work of recon- 
struction or defense against time to 
be perfected, is accepted with deep 
emotion. The whole of France now and 
later will bless the name of,one who, 
unasked and simply for having seen 
the danger, came to the rescue at the 
hour when it was most needed and 
when we could do-the least for our- 
selves.”

Successor Not Yet Born. 

Breaking through the applause, he 
added dryly: ‘‘“My successor is not born 
yet.” 

Three great tasks lie immediately 
ahead, according to Mussolini—perfect- 
ing the military forces, reform of the 
constitutional» machinery and continu- 
ance of the struggle for economic finan- 
cial rehabilitation. 

Revolutionizing the state machine 
will begin at the end of this year with 
the transformation of the chamber of 
deputies. into an ‘organ of the corpora- 
tive state, the members being elected 
by the national corporations created by 
the charter of labor, instead of by the 
people directly. 

“Today, May 26,” exclaimed the pre- 
mier, “we bury solemnly all the lies of 
universal democratic suffrage!” 

The economic-financial struggle, he 
declared, will be continued relentless- 
ly, despite the calamity shouters, wor- 
ried by the effects of the rise in the 
value of the lira. Referring with biting 
irony to what he .termed the ineffi- 
cacy of the “spirit of Locarno,” Musso- 
lini thundered: 

“It is a fundamental duty to perfect 
our armed forces. We must at a certain 
time be able to mobilize 5,000,000 men.”

Those Who Assist Militantly 
_ in Campaign Receive 
Special Praise. 


GOVERNMENT 


Rome, May 26 (By A. P.)—Pope 
Pius has launched the second phase of 
his “sacred crusade” against immodest 
fashions by conferring a special bless- 
ing upon women throughout the world 
who cooperate militantly with the 
church for the reaffirmation of feminine 
purity. 

Comforted by the. reports of the 
beneficial effects of his admonitions 
against immoral modes, the pontiff 
has decided to initiate a more con- 
structive aspect to the struggle by en- 
couraging. the large body of women, 
who by precept and example, form 
centers everywhere of.sartorial modesty. 

Two steps in this direction have be- 
cothe known. Through Papal Secretary 
Cardinal Gasparri he has sent to the 
Italian national committee for correctr 
ing women’s modes the following mes- 
sage: 

“His holiness is pleased: by the new 
effort. against wayward methods of 
dress ‘and hopes. that these activities 
will persevere. He sends as encourage- 
ment toward the desired success his 
apostolic blessing.” 

Addressing a~delegation of Catholic 
young women, and through them 
speaking to the Catholic women of the 
world, the Pope said: 

“I bless you for what you have done 
and will do to achieve the conservatior 
of purity amid wordliness. Unfortunate- 
ly there is great need nowadays that 
this noble virtue be affirmed. There 
is need Of healthy, sound, courageous 
spirits ready to enter the battlefield 
in the defense of the most beautiful, 
the most dear. but the most vulnerable 
of all virtues. 

“There are many girls—poor things— 
who think they can defend themselves 
against the incursions arid devastations 
of men and beasts without taking 
refuge behind hedges and walls. Now 
such a defense is more than ever neces- 
sary and it is furnished by Christian 
modesty.” 

The pontiff’s attitude on the dress 
question has brought forth a responsive 
note from the government, which also 
has sent encouragement to the modesty 
committee as well as instructing school 
teachers to aid in propaganda among 
the young.

Consolidated Gas & Electric 
Co. Only Interested in 
Plants and Rights. 


TRACKAGE MAY BE SOLD 


Acquisition of control of the Wash- 
ington, Baltimore & Annapolis Railway 
by the Consolidated Gas & Electric Co. 
of Baltimore was announced formally 
yesterday. 

Acquisition of stock has been under 
way the last year and there has been 
considerable speculation as to the pur- 
chaser, whose. identity was concealed 
through purchases by brokers. Recent 
rumors as to the identity of the new 
gontrolling interest was confirmed yes- 
terday by Herbert A. Wagner, president 
of the Consolidated company. 

The purchase by the gas and electric 
company is not expected to result in 
its entry into the railroad field. The 
purchaser, it is said, is primarily in- 
terested in the electric power rights 
and plants of the W.B.& A 

What will be done with the railway 
proper was not disclosed. It is rgported, 
however, that the new ownerg intend 
to dispose of the railway to one or 
another of the large steam systems. 
The Southern Railroad is among those 
mentioned as likely to obtain the rail- 
way. This company is said to have 
been seeking some time to find en- 
trance to Baltimore and Annapolis, a 
move which the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road is reputed to have been fighting 
steadily. The Pennsylvania Railroad 
also is reported to have been angling 
for the W. B. & A. not especially be- 
cause it needs the electric road or its 
right of way, but because it could pre- 
vent other major roads from making 
use of it. 

Through its purchases and options 
the Consolidated Gas & Electric Co. 
has acquired control of all electric 
power between Baltimore and the Dis- 
trict, and from Chesapeake Bay to 
Howard County, Md. A reorganization 
of the railway and its subsidiaries is 
planned under which a new corporation 
will be formed. 

The certificate of incorporation will 
authorize a capital stock of * 100,000 
shares of no par value... 

Completion of the program awaits 
only the -approval of the Maryland 
Public Service Commission.

HITS 280-MILE SPEED 


Dayton, Ohio, May 26 (By A. P.).— 
Lieut. James A. Doolittle, MeCook field, 
today held the record of having per- 
formed an “outside loop,” the goal of 
aviators since it was first tried in 1912 
with the result that two men lost their 
lives, 

Flying. over Dayton yesterday at an 
altitude of. 8,000 feet, Lieut. Doolittle 
turned the nose of the plane downward 
and described a huge circle, 2,000 feet 
im diameter, and returned to level out 
at his original height. The flier was 
on the “outside of the circle” through- 
out and was held in his seat only by 
straps. At the lowest point of the cir- 
cle he was directly under the plane, 
flying at a speed of 280 miles an hour. 
As he climbed back the speed of the 
ship was retarded to approximately 150 
miles an hour, the speed he was mak- 
ing when he went into the loop. 

Wren Lieut. Doolittle landed his eyes 
were bloodshot and he gave évidence 
otherwise of the severe strain of the 
feat. Today, however, he declared he 
had suffered no ill effects. 

Doolittle used an HB-1 Curtiss pur- 
suit plane with a regulation Curtiss 
D-12 engine of 420 horsepower. He 
4 flew with a specially constructed safety 
belt strapped about him, the usual 
safety belt being deemed insufficient 
to afford protection against the ex- 


treme pull at the bottom of the loop.

2 KILLED, 12 INJURED 
IN AUTO-TRAIN WRECK 


Dixie Flier, on Indiana Line, 
Thrown From Track as 
Coupe Is Struck. 


Edinburgh, Ind., May 26 (By A. P.). 
Two women were killed and twelve or 
more persons were injured this after- 
noon when a two-car traction train 
on the Interstate Public Service Co.’s 
line struck an automobile 2 miles 
south of here. 

The dgad are Miss Virginia Clark, 
Chicago, and Miss Adelaide M. Gilbert, 
Chicago, occupants of the automobile. 
The traction train was made up of a 
passenger coach and a diner.

LOANS TO FOREIGNERS. 

At the convention of the National Foreign 

Trade Council James S. Alexander, chairman of 
the board of the National Bank of Commerce, 
New York City, stated that-in his judgment 
the United States Government should keep 
hands off all loans to foreign governments or 
industries; that no strings should be attached 
to such loans as, for instance, that the funds 
realized should be spent in the lending country, 
that credits should not be extended to competi- 
tors, or that loans should be made for pro- 
ductive purposes only. 
. Mr. Alexander, representing a group of in- 
ternational bankers, differs with President 
Coolidge and members of his Cabinet, who have 
Openly expressed the view that no loans should 
‘ve granted to foreign governments or indus- 
trials except for productive purposes. 

This difference of opinion opens up a broad 
question; namely, the conditions, if any, under 


which the bankers and investors of the United | 


States should lend money to foreign govern- 
aments or private enterprises. As far back as 
1922, the Washington administration officially 
urged private bankers to refrain from extend- 
ing further private loans abroad without giving 
the Government authorities an opportunity to 
investigate and advise. Certain American 
investments in foreign countries indicate that 
little heed was paid to this official injunction. 

It might be said that a lender has no right 
to inquire as to what purpose the funds loaned 
‘are to be rut; yet lenders do assert that right. 
It is a legitimate inquiry, and there is no good 
‘reason why the same inquiry should not be 
asked in the matter of private loans to foreign 
governments or industrials. While the Gov- 
ernment has no right to put an embargo un 
‘further loans without action by Congress, 
nevertheless it would seem right and proper for 
‘the responsible representatives of Government 
to announce a policy and that all financial 
groups should uphold that policy, for the wel- 
fare of all. 

This matter of American private loans to 
foreign governments and industrials is alto- 
‘gether too important and serious to be placed 
in the “let alone” or “‘hands off”? category. It 
is something more than a mere private affair. 
‘It Is a public affair, involving the financial and 


“economic future of the country. 


Some of the loans floated by New York 
bankers call for the payment of 15 and even 
20 per cent interest by the foreign borrowers. 
American business men know very well that 
the ordinary enterprise can. not afford to pay 
‘15 per cent for money. 

- Gooner or later there will be a smash. Then 
‘the holders of foreign “securities” will want 
‘to know why they were induced to buy worth- 
less paper. It is up to the bankers to protect 
‘investors against glittering but dangerous “‘in- 
vestments” in Europe. If American indus- 
tries can not pay 15 per cent for money, surely 
European industries can not. .

SMALLER PAPER MONEY. 


Secretary Mellon has authorized a reduction 
in the size of paper money by about one-third. 
The change will not become apparent to the 
public, however, for about a year. The new 
bills must be aged and great quantities must 
be turned out for general distribution. 

The size of paper money has been standard- 
ized for so many years, and the public has 
become so used to handling it, that a period 
of readjustment to the new size will be neces- 
sary. The change will not affect the use of 
money counting machines, however, and in 
the main it is safe to predict that the new 
bills will be found easier to handle than the 
old. They can be carried in the pocket with- 
out folding, and thus they will be subjected to 
less wear. 

In addition to the added convenience the 
new money is expected to make counterfeiting 
more difficult, and will solve certain produc- 
tion problems of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, besides effecting a saving of almost 
one-third in the production cost. These are 
important considerations in view of the enor- 
mous demands upon the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing. The Nation is an insatiable 
consumer of money. If the new size will help 


to increase the output, everybody should be 
happy.

FORD’S NEW CAR. 


Henry Ford’s answer to his~competitors is 
ready. Reports have been current that the 
Ford factories would shortly produce a new 
automobile in the light-car field, or several 
new models in an attempt to invade addi- 
tional fields. Now, however, officials of the 
company have set at rest all rumors with the 
statement that a new car is to be offered, 
characterized by “speed, style, flexibility and 


control in traffic, with nothing quite like it 


in either quality or price.” 

Details of the new model are lacking, al- 
though there is a well-substantiated impres- 
sion that the foot-pedal controlled transmis- 
sion, aracteristic of the Ford, will be con- 
tinued with an gdded intermediary gear. In 
this case the neutral position of the clutch will 
be shifted to the recent brake pedal. Other 
than this the public must content itself with 
the announcement that a complete descrip- 
tion of the car will be made available within 
a few weeks. 

What effect the new model will have on the 
motor industry is problematical. Ford: ‘s 
firmly entrenched in the small-car field. The 
public has confidence in his product. On the 
other hand, competition has beep extremely 
active during the last few years and has suc- 
ceeded in weaning away a great volume of 
business which Ford felt justified in consid- 
The new car is 
offered in an attempt to win back to loyalty 
the departed multitude, a task for which an 
outstanding product is a prerequisite. No 
doubt the new Ford will be a great improve- 
ment on the old. Competition, however, by 
this time also firmly entrenched, will not sit 
idly back and watch its markets dwindte. The 
future holds promise of happenings of ex- 
treme importance in the small-car field, from 
which the public, of course, will profit. 


NO AIR-MAIL FIELD. 


Postoffice Department officials have placed 
their stamp of disapproval upon the project of 
locating a landing field for air-mail planes in 
Anacostia Park, on the ground that the 
proximity of the Anacostia River constitutes 
a hazard. A new air-mail line between Wash- 
ington and Atlanta, with Washington desig- 
nated as a port of call, will be placed in opera- 
tion during the summer. If, ‘however, it 
is found to be impossible to provide a satis- 
factory local landing field, the planes will land 
at Baltimore, where a concerted effort is under 
way to obtain the service. 

The chief disadvantage of utilizing a land- 
ing field located near a body of water, accord- 
ing to the department, Ties in the fact that 
fog is prevalent there over a considerable part 
of the time, making ‘Nanding and taking off 
extremely difficult. This ie“of particular con- 
cern in the air-mail service, which has no 
choice of hours, and in which the time of ar- 
rival and departure coincides closely with the 
period of maximum fog density. In addition, 
it is said, it is more dangerous to make a 
forced landing in water than upon land. 

The Postoffice Department is bound to insist 
that every precaution be taken to’ assure the 
‘safety of mail fliers. But surely a suitable 
landing place can be found adjacent to Wash- 
ington. . 

It had been hoped that the selection of an 
air-mail terminus might hasten the establish- 
ment of a municipal airport in Washingtor. 
Since planes are divided into two general 
, types, one designed tobe operated from ‘land, 
the other from water, one port must of neces- 
sity be located upon the river. It follows that 
eventually there will be established not only 
an airplane port but also a seaplane port. 

The important matter at the present time is 
to find and make available a satisfactory ter- 
minal for the air-mail planes, Washington’s 
commercial and civic organizations should get 
busy in helping the Postoffice Department to 
find and develop a suitabie air-mail field. 


JUNGLES OF NEW YORK. 


Visitors from the “sticks’—which in the 
mind of the New Yorker embraces everything 
not reached by the subway—will find the Na- 
tion’s largest city a dull and stupid place, if 


the passing of the night club and the ticket . 
speculator, currently reported, proves to be 


correct. 


‘It has ~been_ thé gossip of Broadway ‘for 
some weeks that the haunts of syncopation . 
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Federal officials this week descended upon 
the theater ticket agencies, whose modest 
boast was that they charged merely the nomi- 
nal sum of 50 cents for saving their patrons 
a trip fo the box office. Investigation has 


demonstrated serious discrepancies between’ 


the statements and the facts, not the least of 
which was that the government has been de- 
frauded of its share of the excess, often more 
than 100 per cent, which. has been exacted. 

Abolish the night club and the highwayman 
who deals in theater tickets, and two of the 
thrills which the casual visitor to New York 
always could count on will be gone. The 
pride with which the traveler could relate 
his tale of having been made to “stand and 
deliver” was often the major compensation 
of a trip to that city. 


ALLEY DWELLINGS. 


The decision. of the Court of Appeals, affirm- 
ing the action of a lower court in quashing 
an information against an individual for violat- 
ing the alley dwellings laws, constitutes a 
severe defeat for the District, The validity 
of the alley dwelling act, which specifies that 
it shall be unlawful to erect any dwelling on 
any lot fronting on an alley less than 30 feet 
in width, running through an entire square 
and unprovided with sewer, water mains and 
electric or gas light, has been under attack for 
many years. The Government interpreted the 
statute as meaning that the restriction ‘relat- 
ing to sewer, water mains and gas or electric 
light applied to the dwellings as well as the 
alley. The court holds, however, that they ap- 
ply only to the street, and that it is immateria] 
whether or not the residence is so improved. 

From the standpoint of health and happi- 
ness the District is interested in the manner 
in which the alley population is forced to live. 
It believes that the majority of alley dwell- 
ings are insanitary, disease breeders, and that 
children raised therein lose much by being de- 
prived of their rightful heritage of sunlight, 
fresh air and green play spaces. From this 
point of view the decision is hardly a victory 
for the alley dwellers, even*sthou they are 
permitted thereunder to retain their homes. 

The law provides, however, that alley dwell- 
ings shall not be repaired or made habitable 
after they have depreciated more than 50 per 
cent of their original value. Under this clause 
it is apparent that sooner or later alley dwell- 
ings will becomé history. 


THE FIRST STRAW VOTE. 
The first political poll, 
thousands of its fellows, has just been re- 
ported. It chose as its~field 2,000 weekly 
newspapers and developed, as every one has 
known, that President Coolidge and Gov. Alfred 
E. Smith are the two men whose fortunes are 
now linked most closely with the Republican 
and Democratic nominations. 
The chief interest of the poll lies in the

“imdex it furnishes as to the strength of other 


candidates. The complete figures include a 
test of sentiment from 29 States, and give 
President Coolidge 87,176 first-choice ‘votes, 
with 8,390 second-choice ballots. Frank O. 
Lowden is not far behind with 80,066, indi- 
cating him as first choice and 12,546 second 
choice. In the Democratic column-Gov. Smith 
was given 53,751 first and 10,890 second choice 
votes, while Senator James A. Reed. of 
Missouri, was the recipient of 41,185 first- 
choice ballots and 42,160 putting him in second 
place. 

The weekly newspaper field is, above all, 
one of the rural regions. It would jnot have 
been astonishing to find Lowden a _ better 
candidate in such communities; but, neverthe- 
less, President Coolidge, farm relief veto, big 
business backing and all, held his own. There 
is occasion for surprise in the strength shown 
by Senator Reed. On a proportional basis his 
name is on the tongues of more voters than 
the gvew York chief executive, a factor not to 


be overlooked in the campaign leading to the 
convention. 


STUDENTS’ AUTOMOBILES. 


Georgetown students are to be judged by 
their own conduct, not by their automobiles. 
The Rev. Charles W. Lyons, president of the 
institution, does not agree with those univer- 
sity presidents who blame motor ears for such 
evils as present-day college students are heir 
to. Instead of barring machines, Dr. Lyons 
has provided adequate parking space for 
students’ cars on the Hilltop campus. 

There were students who failed to measure 
up to academic standards in their personal 
conduct and studies long before automobils 
transportation was invented. With the in- 
crease in educational fmstitutions and students 
it is only natural that the number of boys 
who are not amenable to moral and mentai 
discipline should increase, but the percentage 
probably has not varied. 

Boys to whom the benefits of a college edu- 
cation do not appeal,. need no assistance in 
disregarding their opportunities. If they are 
denied the use of automobiles, there are stil] 
plenty of ways in which they can dissipate 
their time and money. On the other hand, a 
student who attends to his business hag as 
much right to use an automobile as anybody 
else.

Au- 
tomobiles intended for use by private 
persons upon the public streets and 
'highways are now manufactured and 
sold capable of attaining a speed of 70, 
80 and even 90 miles an hour. 
Under these -vnditions, 1 venture, 
with the greatest respect for the Gov- 
ernment at Washington, to suggest 
that the question of a compuisory 
limitation of speed shall be discussed 
by the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives at its next meeting.

“JOKER” IN LAW TERMED 
GROUND FOR DECISION 


High Death Rate Among 
Children Is ghe Basis of 
Opposing Forces. 


Corporation: Counsél Francis iH. 
Stephens may try to take before the 
United States Supreme Court the deci- 
sion rendered yesterday by the District 
Court of Appeals virtually nullifying 
the act of Congress which sought to 
wipe out alley dwellings. | 

The Cuort of Appeals held that the 
act was not retroactive and ‘therefore 
could only apply to buildings erected 
after it became effective. 

“IT have not seen the, decision,” said 
Stephens, “but from what was told me 
by one of my assistants who heard it 
Gelivered I assume that it virtually 
nullifies the act. I can not see how the 
court could have held that the act was 
not retroactive in view of its language, 
which states that use or occupancy of 
the dwellings described in it is hereby 
declared injurious. to life, to pvblic 
health, morals, safety and welfare and 
should be unlawful after July 1, 1918. 
That seems to me to mean that nobody 
may live in the buildings in question. 

“After I have studied the decision I 
shall report on it to the commissioners 
and ascertain whether they desire me 
to apply to the United States Supreme 
Court for a writ of certiorari, which is 


the only way it can be carried there for 
review.” 


2,500 Houses Involved. 
According to the stipulation of facts 


in the lower court to facilitate appeal, 
there are, by the police census of 1919, 


| 2,500 alley houses involved, located in 


216 alleys, inhabitated by 507 white and 
8,510 colored persons. 

The Court of Appeals. discovered the 
same ‘joker’ in the alley dwelling law 
of 1914 that the Police Court discovered 
on September 22, 1926, when Judge 
Schuldt quashed informations against 
two owners of alley property whose 
holdings did not, in the opinion of 
the District authorities, conform to the 
requirements of the law concerning 
light, sewers and water. Judge Schuldt 
decided that these requirements applied 
to the alleys themselves and not to 
the houses and the appellate court 
agreed with him and affirmed his act 
of quashing the informations. 

It is a matter of record that it was 
the original intention of Mrs. Wilson 
and others who sponsored the alley 
dwelling law that the houses must have 
such conveniences as sewers, water and 
either gas or electric light, but after 
a reading of thé law by two courts, it 
has: been found that it required only 
the alleys to have these conveniences. 
Practically every alley in the District 
that is used for human habitation con- 
forms in some respect to the require- 
ments set out in the law and under 
the decisions of the Police Court and 
the Court of Appeals, the homes in 
these alleys may remain as they are 
until they become dilapidated enough 
to warrant condemnation proceedings. 


Held Law Was Invalid. 


Attorneys Ralph A. Cusick and 
Charles T. Clayton, counsel for the 
owners of alley property, contended that 
the law was invalid, but the appellate 


ecourt did not pass upon that conten- 


tion. The decision of the appellate 
court was confined. only to the cif- 
ference of opinion between the Com- 
missioners and the property owners 
concerning the question of whether the 
alleys or the homes in them should 
have these requirements in order to be 
legal. 

There are about 9,000 persons, mostly 
colored, living in alleys which the law 
in question was designed to affect. 
Property occupied by them is valued 
at about $3,000,000. 

The supposed high mortality among 
alley born and alley reared children, 
the alleged insanitary conditions and the 
lack of modern conveniences in alley 
homes aroused the sponsors of the law 
and actuated the District. Corfimission- 
ers in their appeal from the decision 
of Judge Schuldt, but. the owners of 
alley homes contended that if the law 
was to be enforced it would mean that 
the alley dwellers would be forced from 
the “frying pan into the fire,” that is; 
be forced to move out of cheap alley 
homes into other homes on the street 
which were no better in any particular 
and have to pay more rent. 


Enforcement Is Postponed. 


While the law was enacted in 1914 
Congress decided to postpone its en- 
forcement due to the housing condi- 
tions in the District and it was not un- 
til the conditions, were remedied by 
building operations did the Commis- 
sioners secure authority from Congress 
to enforce the law.

The motion 
was made that the nominations be 
closed and that Dr. Speer’s nomina- 
tion be made unanimous. 

By this time.the assembly was ap- 
plauding the nomination and its unani- 
mous acceptance was voted.

missioner’s strongest opponent, and his 
support of Dr. Speer came as a surprise 
to the assembly.

“The daily newspaper furnishes all 
the evidence necessary for an intelli- 
gent mind to understand the heinous- 
ness of sin,” he said. “Materialism in 
our day and generation has no more 
significant quality than that it tends 
to substitute the lower for the higher. 
Under this philosophy men assume that 
wealth, public office, high social stand- 
ing are in some sense a certificate of 
character.” 


Home Has Been Betrayed. 


“Sin has brought division and death 
into the most sacred and intimate re- 
lations. ‘The home:has been betrayed, 
the marriage vows Violated, by the lust 
of sin. Our domestic courts cry out in 
protest against the disorder of society.” 
The reconciliation of the world to 
God in Christ is the persistent effort 
from generation to generation. The 
gospel of reconciliation presents Christ 
today as the supreme expression of the 
love: of God and as the supreme devo- 
tion of our Lord to the redemption of 
men.” 


Church Union Opposed. 


Union of the Reformed Church of

Mean- 
while, endeavors should be made to 
strengthen the purpose and service of 
the Western Section of the Alliance of 
Reformed Churches Holding the Pres- 
byterian System.” ~ 


Modernist Fight Seen.

OTHER WANTS MERGER 
TO BE MADE COMPLETE 


Home and Freedmen’s Mis- 
sions and Extension Units 
bc Be Affected. 


Two comimitiee reports, containing 


divergent recommendations for solving 
the “three boards problem,” were sub- 
mitted yesterday to the sixty-ninth 
general assembly of the United Presby- 
terian Church of North America, meet- 
ing in the Wallace Memorial Church. . 

In. 1923 the general assembly adopted 
a plan for federating the Board of Home 
Missions, the Board of Freedmen’s Mis- 
sions and the Board of Church Exten- 
sion. .Since then there has been -agita- 
tion to undo what the assembly did 
at that time. 

The special committee, appointed to 
consider the problem, submitted a re- 


port yesterday in which it recoOmmenc- |, 


ed repeal of .the legislation federating 
the three boards. 

The committee on the finances of 

the church, hqwever, urged “that the 
merger be more complete,” and that 
one general board be appointed, with 
coordinated departments, and with’-a 
full-time, salaried executive. This 
should be done, the committee said, in 
the interests of economy. 

Because of the press of business yes- 
terday, the assembly did not discuss 
the two reports. An attempt will be 
made to draft a compromise report on 
the problem. 

In advocating that the legislation 
federating the three boards be repealed, 
the special committee that considered 
the matter reported: 

“The church probably has never 
quite understood the action of the gen- 
eral assembly of 1923, but has assumed 
that the three boards in question were 
actually merged, forming a new board. 
This was. not the.case. The charters 
of the three boards were retained in 
order to safeguard the trust funds and 
the bequests held by these boards. If 
the boards were actually merged, the 
old. boards with their -charters would 
at once disappear. They would no 
longer exist; the new: board would be 
substituted for them.” 

The report pointed out that the 
three boards had a total of $1,061,333 
in invested funds, and that in addition 
the Board of Freedmen’s Missions had 
under its care property appraise@ or 
estimated at $2,130,744. With all thKis 
invested, it pointed out, the church 
could not afford to take chances. 


Present Plan Unsatisfactory. 


“The present plan of federation,” 
said the report, “appears to be wholly: 
unsatisfactory to all concerned, and the 
economy.in administration has not been 
discovered.” 

The report was signed by W. H. Pat- 
terson, J. A. MacDonald, R. E.:McClure, 
J. BR. Meale, A. S. Hare, J. M. Finney 
and D. J. Brown. 

The committee also recommended 
that the name of-the Board of Church 
Extension be changed to. the .“Board 
of Church Erection of the United: Prés- 
byterian ‘Church ‘of North Amerita.” 
This board, the committee said, should 
cooperate with any United Presbyterian 
congregation in the building of:a new 
church, helping in the building plans, 
the financing and taking charge of the 
entire program when requested.

In President Nollen’s list organic 
heart diseases are in the leading posi- 
tion. The remedy for that group is 
periodic physical exanfination.

Answer: What is “too tall?” There its 
no particular height, so far as I know, 
that is considered the perfect one. If 
you are nicely proportioned, I should 
say that you are of a very attactive- 
height indeed. 

An astringent is a preparation that 
tones the skin and has the effect of 
tightening it slightly. It helps to pre- 
vent and remedy wrinkles. Witch-hazel 
to which a few drops of tincture of 
benzoin has been added has a mild as- 
tringent effect. I can not give the 
names of commercial brands in this 
column. As for yourself, you do not 
need an astringent—still less, a “pow- 
der base.” What is commonly meant 
by the latter term is a cosmetic that 
is put on before powdering. Most 
“powder base” creams simply clog the 
pores and have little justifiable use. 
If you have a really bad case of flat 
feet, you should have the services of 
an orthopedic specialist. You can help 
matters by wearing shoes with a sen- 
sible last and a low heel. You should 
also take foot exercises that bend and 
strengthen the arch. 

A large stomach usually results from 
any or all of the following faults: 
Overeating, lack of exercise, careless 
posture. Try to hold yourself erect, 
both when standing and sitting. ‘Take 
bending exercises and floor exercises 
night and morning.

No. Trump, which would obtain the 
contract. The play to the first trick 
should be: West, Six of Diamonds; 
North (Dummy), Ace of Diamonds;

(Closed Hand), Queen of Diamonds. 

The point to be noted is the play of 
the Ace of Diamonds from Dummy. It 
is essential to put Dummy in the 'ead 
as frequently as possible during the 
play of this hand, so as to lead toward 
the double tenaces in the Closed Hand. 
While the play of the Ace of Diamonds 
from Dummy on trick 1 makes the 
Queen falling on it from Closed Hand 
seem a -sacrifice, it really is not so. as 
Declarer takes three Diamond tricks 
in any event; and it is better to win 
the first Diamond trick in Dummy 
rather than in Closed Hand To win 
first in Closed Hand and then con- 


tinue Diamonds so that Dummy can 
win, would help to establish .the ad- 
versaries’ suit and would work badly if 
the finesses went wrong.

INDEPENDENT TAXI 
WINS COURT APPEAL 


Decision Holds Him as Not 
Under Public Utilities 


Commission, 


Independent taxicab operators, who 
by the very nature of things may either 
take @ passenger or leave him, do not 
come under the jurisdiction of thc 
Public Utilities Commission, the Court 
of Appeals ruled yesterday. The ruling 
was made in a case brought by Robert 
Harlan, owner of a sedan which he rents 
by the hour. 

The commission sought to make him 
furnish a $5,000 indemnity bond, with- 
holding his license when he was un- 
able to do so. Harlan obtained an in- 
junction against the commission in the 
lower court, and the commission ap- 
pealed. 

His ‘attorney, Leon: Robbins, charged 
that the commission sought to put the 
small operators out of business by pre- 
scribing a prohibitive bond. The court 
did not decide the question of the 
bond, but held that Harlan could not 
be classed as a common carrier. The 
effect of the decision is interpreted to 
mean that the commission,can not 
even make the independent taxicab 
operators carry meters.
